The bulk 
of those vast demands were paid off previous 
to the last Appropriation bill, and some 
27 millions less was required for this than 
for that year, and that is all there is to 
McDonald’s boasted Democratic economy.

Thus the last appropriation seems on its 
face $27,089,000 less than that of the previ- 
ous year, when in fact most of the previous 
year’s expenditure was made from unex- 
pended money of 1888 and 1884. Knowing 
these facts as he does, it ig shameful that a 
man of his position should attempt to prac 
tice such deception on his hearers and the 
readers of his speech, and it shows that he is 
avery mendacious demagog. But what ad- 
vantages have the taxpayers enjoyed from 
the alleged economy? What taxes have 
been reduced? What public burdens have 
been diminished since Cleveland became Pres- 
ident? The revenues of the country have 
grown larger during thé year and nine months 
since Cleveland was inaugurated. What bill 
has been placed on the statute-book by the 
Democratic majority in Congress since 
March, 1885, to reduce the taxes of the peo 
ple one dollar? Not one. Not even one 
economical measure has been passed through 
the House of Representatives, though the 
Democrats had a majority of forty-five there. 
The Democratic author of a tax-reducing 
measure, deserted by the members and the 
leaders of his party, openly antagonized by 
some of them. has been defeated for re- 
election. 

McDonald’s party zeal might have led 
him to suppress some ugly facts and 
to exaggerate what he miscalls benefits in 
the direction of economy,” but it could hard- 
ly be expected from a man of his public 
standing—a man who is a candidate for the 
Presidency—that he should shamefully dis- 
tort facts as he did in his allusion to the IIII- 
nois Central and other Democratic land- 
grants. He knows very well that up to the 
time of that grant and for years after no 
railroad companies asked for land-grants in 
the Territories. The railroad companies 
then had enough to do to construct tracks in 
the Western States, and as they held their 
charters from the States the land-grants, ac- 
cording to Democratic construction of the 
Constitution, had to be made by the States. 
The land-grant policy was of Democratic 
origin. That fact cannot be rubbed out. 
The most valuable grants to railroads in 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, Mis- 
sourl, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippl, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Florida, and other 
States—tens of millions of acres of the best 
public domain—were conveyed by the Demo- 
cratic Congresses of the ante-Rebellion time 
to the railroad corporations. This was the 
ease in Illinois, and in reference to the land- 
grant alluded to by the ex-Senator. And 


| what difference does it make that the grants 


were made roundabout through the States 
instead of being made directly to the com- 
panies? The railroads got the lands all the 
same, and the public domain was diminished 
to the extent of the grants; yet Mr. McDon- 
ald descends to the petty subterfuge of rep- 
resenting that the Democratic’ Administra- 
tion of Buchanan was a conservator of the 
public because it conveyed tens of millions 
of the best land to railroad companies 
through a second party on the advice of a 
noted Democratic Senator. Such pettifog- 
ging is unworthy of a man of ex-Senator 
McDonold’s reputation. 


But perhaps the most astonishing, not to 


say amusing, part of the ex-Senator’s course 
is that in which he predicts the overthrow 
of the Republican party. Democratic ora- 
tors have been predicting this same catas- 
trophe for the last twenty-five years. But 


the Republican party is hale and hearty, ro- 


bust and stalwart yet. It only suffered a 
temporary check two years ago as the result 
of an unfortunate accident, a blunder of 
bigotry in one of the Northern States, and 
the enforcement of a shotgun and count-out 
policy in the States south of Mason and Dix- 
on’s line by the Democrats. But the events 
of the early part of this month show that it 
has recovered, In Mr. McDonald’s own 
State this is very manifest. In spite of most 
shameless gerrymandering of districts a ma- 
jority of the. Representatives-elect from In- 
diana to the next Congress are Republican. 
The Republicans have carried the Legisla- 
ture and elected the Lieutenant-Governor and 
State ticket there in spite of all Senator Me- 
Donald could do to preventit. Does this look 
like Republican collapse? The most prom- 
inent of the leaders of the oppesition party 
have been relegated to private life for a time 
at least, and those who escaped have been 
badly scared. The Democratic majority in 
the House of Representatives has been cut 
down from 45 to 10, and the Republicans 
have carried a majority of the States. Ex- 
Senator McDonald is a political Mark Tap- 
ley if he can be cheerful under such circum-

DEATH OF EX-PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 
The entire country, without regard to 


party, will receive with profound regret the 
intelligence of the death of ex-President. 
Arthur, which occurred at an early hour yes- 
terday morning at his home in New York. 
The principal events of his life are related 
elsewhere. It was in all respects a happy, 
honest, industrious, patriotic, and successful 
‘one, In his early life he commenced at the 
foot of the ladder and rose to prominence in 
his chosen profession. Years before the 
War broke out he took an advanced position 
in opposition to slavery, and during the War 
his services were of great assistance to the 
country. Herose tothe Presidency by the 
catastrophe which overtook Gen. Garfield, 
and he cenducted himself in that office with 
a wisdom and discretion which commended 
him to the whole country. 

It is in this epoch of his life that 
the public will now be most deeply in- 
terested. Mr. Arthur was nominated for 
the Vice-Presidency at the memora 
ble convention of 1880 as a concession 
to the Stalwarts. His devotion to Mr, 
Conkling and his efforts in his behalf 
brought about a feeling of popular distrust 
and disapprobation which still existed when, 
by the death of Mr. Garfield in the fall of 
1881, he was elevated to the Presidency. He 
took the position in the face of adverse pub- 
lic sentiment, but soon turned that sentiment 
in his fayor by the wisdom he displayed; 
proved himself an able, accomplished, and 
popular President, and gave the country an 
exceptionally clean and excellent Administra- 
tion. He had the honor of commencing the 
inauguration of the civil-service reform un- 
der the Republican law, which was credited 
to Mr. Pendleton, and prosecuted many 
of the depredators upon the Govern- 
ment. _ Conspicuous among these prosecu- 
tions was that of the star-routers, and it 
was not his fault that it failed. It was also 
on his recommendation that the tariff was 
simplified and modified in many important 
particulars, though not to the extent that he 
or his commission had advocated. Still, it 
was very essentially improved. Many of the 
internal-revenue taxes were cut off and ex- 
penditures were considerably reduced. His 
whole Administration commanded the respect 
of the country and will go down as thorough- 
ly decent, respectable, and popular. He will 
also be remembered as the only Vice-Presi- 
dent who served as President without be 
traying his party. Tyler, Fillmore, and 
Johnson went out of the office as wrecks, 
but Arthur lett it stronger in the popular re- 
gard and more popular with his party 
than when he went in. Had he 
been able to hold his own State in the con- 
vention of 1884 he would probably have been 
nominated for the Presidency in spite of the 
great personal popularity of Mr. Blaine. He 
could only command one-third of the repre- 
sentation, however, while Mr. Blaine had 
more than one-third, and Mr. Edmunds a lit- 
tle less. As it was, he made a strong fight 
for the honor, and had it not been for unfort- 
unate divisions in his own State might have 
been the nominee. 

Personally Mr. Arthur was a courteous 
and affable gentleman, and no President has 
made the White House more popular. All 
who met him ‘were pleased with him, and he 
was particularly happy in the midst of 
his friends, who were entertained in 
a sumptuous manner. When relieved 
of official and political pressure he 
devoted himself to hospitality, and his enter- 
talnments became famous for their elegance 
as well as for their frequency, the President 
being a good and generous liver and particu- 
larly attached to his personal friends. Since 
his retirement from office the condition of his 
health has necessitated strict seclusion. He 
was afflicted with a fatal disease and knew 
that his end could not be far off; but, like 
Gen. Grant, be made an heroic struggle 
against death, bearing his sufferings with 
patience and fortitude. When satisfied that 
the struggle was hopeless, the tired man 
turned his face to the wall and peacefully 
passed away, leaving behind him a good 
name and a host of friends who will always 
cherish his memory. 


THE BRITISH CIVIL-SERVICE SYSTEM. 

Some mugwump Pharisee organs and some 
Democratic spoils organs are yelping at Mr. 
Blaine because he has referred to the British 
civil-serviee system as one not to be copied 
in America, Mr. Blaine made reference to 
the British system because it is constantly 
being held up by the mugwump civil-service 
hypocrits as a model of what ours should be. 
The recent investigation of the British sys- 
tem by a Tory commission under the presi- 
dency of Sir Matthew White Ridley has de- 
veloped an amazing amount of rottenness 
therein. The London correspondent of the 
Sheffield Daily Telegraph, a Tory paper, in 
a letter which was afterward copied with 
approval into the St. James’ Gazette, a leading 
Tory organ, said at the commencement of the 
investigation : 


The first outcome of the announcement of Sir 
Matthew White Ridley's intention to inquire into 
the civil service was a number of resignations. 
Haughty young gentlemen with private incomes 
who condescended to occupy positions in the Cir- 
cumlocution Office would not submit of course to 
the — ot an inquiry into the length ot 
their office hours. They would rather resign, 
and many have already taken that step. 


The fact was that those young gentlemen, 
sons of Tory Peers and ‘Squires, drew big 
salaries for putting in an appearance at some 
one of the Government offices a few hours a 
day. If they had to work they would not 
stay. The British taxpayers have been 
fleeced to the extent of several million dol- 
lars a year under the system which those 
young gentlemen utilized. The British civil- 
service examinations appear to be conducted 
with an eye single to providing soft jobs 
for them. They are usually held soon after 
the close of the college year at Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, and other universities. For the 
high-salaried positions the subjects of exam- 
ination are those on which the college men 
have been grinding during the previous 
year. There isno chance for the sons of 
men in moderate circumstances who cannot 
afford a college education. The best-paid 
bureaus have thus become preserves for 
rich men’s sons. The clerkships in 
the less important departments only 
are left for the sons of humble 
parents who can afford to pay a 
“grinder” for half a year’s ‘* cramming.” 
This grinding system is one of the great 
abuses of English education, and is said to 
be responsible for 10 per cent of the insanity 
cases in England. The civil-service exam- 
inations as a consequence of it are not tests 
of intellectual merit. The mere memorizer 
in specialties is the one who passes highest 
of the class examined. But even the suc- 
cessful ones are not treated fairly as com- 
pared with the sons of the Peers and the 
Squires. They are employed for long hours

at hard work and at 
Their promotion is exceedingly slow, and is 
governed by the political influence behind 
them. They are looked down paths Are

and Cambridge or the memorizing system of 
the professional grinder.” 


BECK’S PREPOSTEROUS SCHEME. 
To have been a complete success, in its 


way, the [roquois wake should have included 
among its corpses Frank Hurd and William 
Morrison. Speaker Carlisle, with his nar- 
row escape from defeat; Senator Beck, whose 
State was so nearly lost; ex-Senator McDon- 
ald, whose State went clear over to the Re 
publican party, which he had been so pre- 
vious” in consigning to the grave; and 
Bragg, who may be said to have died in partu- 
rition, did very well, however, as chief mourn- 
ers and professional wallers. Each had his 
little part to play in the performance. To 
the Senator from Kentucky fell the lot to 
discuss the surplus in the Treasury. He 
sees in it—and in this he is quite right-—a 
temptation to extravagant and corrupt ap- 
propriations. His remedy, to pass over the 
plans which were touched upon as impracti- 
cable, is to loan the money out to whoever 
will take it at 2 per cent interest and give 
Government bonds in security. This 
would be what might be called a 
“fat take” for bondholders, the only 
class to whom its benefits could accrue. As 
the friend of the millionaire Mr. Beck may 
justly claim preéminence. It may be ob 
served that this policy of loanmg out the 
surplus was tried by the Democracy in Jack- 
son’s day, and nearly all of that money is 
still in the hands of the borrowers, and was 
long since set down to profit and loss on the 
National ledger. Forty millions of taxes 
were lost by that Democratic device. The 
American people will hardly care to try that 
experiment over again, especially as the 
benefits of it would accrue only to bondhold- 
ers. And thisis the statesmanship of one 
of the acknowledged leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party! 

Mr. Beck would have the public believe 
that for this surplus revenue the Republican 
party isresponsible. This isa flat contradic- 
tion of facts. The Democracy has now been in 
control of the executive office for nearly two 
years, with its one head and its seven cabi- 
net branches, embracing as they do every 
bough and twig of Federal patronage and the 
political power incident thereto. What is 
more, the Democracy has absolute control of 
the House of Representatives, the only body, 
as Mr. Beck perfectly well knows, which 
can take the initiative in this matter of rev- 
enue reduction. Its majority is large and 
untrammeled, The Speakership, every 
Chairmanship, and a majority on every com- 
mittee are all in Democratic hands. It was so 
through the long session of Congress, and 
yet notone single step was taken by that 
body to reduce taxation. He cannot charge 
the Republican Senate with obstructing re- 
ductions. It had no opportunity presented 
it by the House to act on the matter one way 
or the other, and no one knows this better 
than James B. Beck. 

But let the past take care of itself. This 
same Democratic Administration and House 
will have three months in which to pass a 
reduction bill and throw upon the Senate 
the responsibility of its enactment. Let the 
Democrats pass a measure cutting down the 
taxes of the people $1,000,000 or there- 
abouts and see what the Senate will do about 
it. There is the sugar tariff, for example, 
which can be cut in two in the middle and 
no harm done. Other reductions are entirely 
practicable. There are several six-footers.still 
being rocked in the cradle as infant indus- 
tries” who should be made to stand alone. 
Until the Democratic House, where such 
measures alone can originate, has done some- 
thing in the line of reduction it is imperti- 
nent, dishonest, and preposterous to hold the 
Republicans responsible for this surplus. 


IROQUOIS FREE-TRADE DEMONSTRATION. 

In his opening speech at the Iroquois ban- 
quet Speaker Carlisle struck the high C of 
free-tradeism as the keynote for the evening, 
and all the other orators who spoke followed 
in the same strain, with voices wavering occa- 
sionally, but still pitched on the dangerous 
level of the Carlisle doctrine. Carlisle’s speech 
was a bold, aggressive advocacy of the British 
free-trade system—a speech as radical as Hurd 
would have ventured and far stronger than 
Morrison would have dared to make. It went 
entirely beyond any question of revenue re- 
form or readjustment of the tariff to lighten 
and equalize burdens of taxation, and struck 
at the principle of protection itself, affirming 
that the prosperity of the people gener- 
ally” was the matter in issue and not the 
welfare of wageworkers, artisans, or any 
other distinct class. Contending for the 
interests of the whole instead of a part 
only.“ Mr. Carlisle boldly advocated elimi- 
nating the protective principle and cutting 
the tariff down to the lowest possible limit 
and letting the effect take care of itself. 
Taxes do not create wealth; they destroy 
it.” The lower, then, the better. No tariff 
rather than protection. Such was the tenor 
of his speech, 

From the opening to the close of the Iro- 
quois banquet program no voice was raised 
in protest against Carlisle’s drastic free-trade 
doctrine. Carter Harrison sat mute, with a 
gag in his mouth itis said, and no speaker 
on the list sounded an inharmonious note. 
Beck and someof the others used milder 
phrases than Carlisle, but in all essential 
particulars they approved his radical, sweep- 
ing free-tradeism. Briefly stated, the doc 
trine of the evening was this: That sufficient 
revenue for the support of the Government 
could be obtained from the whisky and to- 
bacco tax, together with a tariff on a few ar- 
ticles of luxury, and therefore all other 
duties should be abolished. Senator Beck 
went on to contend that such a policy would 
vastly extend the markets of American man- 
ufacturers and give them access to Central 
and South America, to Asia, Africa, and the 
islands of the sea—an assertion undoubtedly 
true; for with the lowering of wages one- 
half or more in this country the manufactories 
of the United States could compete in all 
open markets on equal terms with the pau- 
per labor” of Europe. Wipe out tariff pro- 
tection and cut down American wages one 
half and the foreign commerce of this coun- 


very moderate pay. | 


try might easily be extended so as to fulfill 
Senator Beck’s predictions. Give American 
manufacturers cheap labor, in addition to 
their natural advantages, and the field of 
American exports could doubtless be en- 
larged even beyond Senator Beck's most 
sanguine hopes. 

But where in all this rehearsal of campaign 
and party issues at the Iroquois banquet did 
Hamlet come in? What about the city 
workman? Is he willing to labor more 
hours per day at half the present wages in 
order to swell the triumphs of American 
manufactures and commerce in the ports of 
the world? Admitting that the tariff keeps 
American manufacturers out of foreign mar- 
kets and requires them to pay high wages at 
home, will the workmen consent to its re- 
peal? Are American manufacturers to build 
up a foreign trade upon the self-denial and 
sacrifice of ill-fed, ill-housed, ill-clad millions 
of wage-working employés competing on 
even terms with the cheap labor of Europe? 
Of course this would give the United States 
much cheaper goods, and according to Car- 
lisle’s stern logic it is the prosperity ot 
the people generally” and the interests of 
the whole instead of a part only” which are 
to be considered. 

Carlisle is the Speaker of the National 
Democratic House, and he was indorsed by 
the eminent Democratic Senator who occu- 
pies the seat of Henry Clay, and heartily 
cheered by the assembled representatives of 
the Northwestern Democracy at the Iroquois 
banquet. What is the meaning of this em- 
phatic and concerted avowal of extreme free- 
trade doctrines at a representative Demo- 
cratic gathering? Why was not some voice 
heard in protest, as at previous banquets of 
the Iroquios? Are the sails being trimmed 
to eatch he Labor vote,” which cut so sav- 
agely into the Democratic strength at the 
recent elections ? In New York 68,000 work- 
men cast their votes for Henry George, the 
most extreme avowed free-trader in the 
United States. In Chicago the Labor 
party” demanded the release of all tariff 
taxes om ‘‘necessaries as measured by the 
standard of living of the producing masses ” 
—a policy that would practically wipe out 
protection for city workmen, and yet in Chi- 
cago 25,000 wage-workers went to the polls 
and voted solidly for this free-trade plank! 
The great majority of these workmen in New 
York and Chicago formerly acted with the 
Democratic party, and the leaders of that 
organization may now think it time to ap- 
pease them by announcing the free-trade 
doctrine in its full sweep. It Democratic 
workmen are ready to rend their party unless 
it advocates free trade, why should not Car- 
lisle and Beck renounce entirely the idea of 
protecting laborers in American manufacto- 
ries? Yet in the prevailing confusion in 
politics is there anything more remarkable 
than the spectacle of the New York and Chi- 
cago workmen sawing away at the limb on 
which they are sitting and receiving words of 
cheer and sympathy from the leaders of the 
Democratic party ? 


DOOLITTLE’S DOUBLE-HEADER.

franchise? The ex-Senator hardly success- 
fully covered up his scheme. His design is 
too palpable. He must be regarded as the 
foremost champion of rational female suf- 
frage from this time forward. 


Mr. PowpERLY’s presence in Chicago is 
needed to prevent. the Knights of Labor 
organization from being either disrupted or 
discredited, The tactics of Barry, Butler, and

In addition, they 
have ostentatiously visited the Anarchists in 
prison and are said to have expressed sympa- 
thy with them, and to have condemned 
the court and jury before whom the 
condemned murderers were tried. One 
result of their visit has been that the branch 
of the Knights of Labor to which Parsons 
belongs has passed a resolution denouncing 
the verdict as the result of a capitalistic 
and judicial conspiracy unparalled in 
the history of criminal proceedings.” 
This resolution is, of course, a scan- 
dalous lie, but other branches are 
are asked to repeat it. If Barry, Carlton, 
Schilling, Butler, et al. are permitted to 
work out their schemes in Chicago most of 
the branches will probably indorse this lie. 
The Knights of Labor Convention at Rich- 
mond did not go further than to recommend 
the condemned men to merey. It did not in- 
decently attack the court and the jury. 
Clearly, the sooner Barry and Carlton are 
recalled and Butler and Schilling are de- 
posed the better it will be for the Knights of 
Labor organization.

A Shooting Sensation in Paris. 

Paris, Nov. 18.—([Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. — At 2 o'clock this afternoon, 
in front of the Chamber of Deputies, just as a 
stream of Representatives and visitors, among 
whom were Emilio Castelar and many ladies, 
were entering the building, five loud reports 
of a revolver resounded and reéchoed through 
the court-yard. Several ladies shrieked, ** Dy- 
namite! dynamite! Others faintea away. 
Bishop Freppel, in his well-known purple eo 
clesiastical robes ana with a gold snuff-box in 
his hand, rusbed out frantically to see what 
was the matter. Paul de Oassagnac looked on 
calmly, smoking a cigaret. The cause of the 
panic was a venerabie man of 50, with white 
hair, dark eyes, and a very booked nose, but 
well dressea. He stood at the doorway of the 
Deputies’ entrance with a revoiver, from the 
mumle of which smoke was emerging into the 
air. The attendants and the police quickiy 
pinioned bis arms and took away the revolver. 
He was then led before the questors and said 
in reply to interrogations: Tou suppose I 
am crazy; notso. For over six years I have 
been trying to obtain justice by lawsuits in 
the tribunals. I merely fred these shots to 
call attention to my case. In firing at a buiid- 
ing where justice is supposed to reside 1 hope 
to make justice come out of it. 1 bope at least 
that M. Lagurre, Deputy for Vaucluse, will ob- 
tain justice for me as soon as be knows my 
ease.

Mysterious Disappearance of a Marquis.

A Delicate Operation in Surgery. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Nov. 18.—A remarkable sur- 
gical operation was performed by Dr. Bernays 
last night. Joseph Hoffman, undertaking a 
juggier’s trick, swallowed a case-knife nine 
imebes long. He suffered great agony, anc 
physicians were hastily summoned, The pa- 
tient was put under the influence of chloro- 
form, an incision made in the abdomen, and 
the knife located in the stomach. An incision 
about a half-inch wide was made through the 
walls of the stomach and the knife was seized 
by the handle and pulled out. The mucous 
membrane of the stomach was then seized by 
instruments and beld by Drs. Hauck and Kin- 
ner while Dr. Bernays sorted bis small needles 
and threaded them. He stitched the membrane 
as rapidly as a flash, and next took up the mus- 
cular membrane of the same organ and stitehed 
it in alike manner. The peritoneum was next 
caught and the Lembert suture successfully 
introduced. This stitch passes through the 
flesh on both sides and over the incision. 
here was scarcely any internal heworrnage, 
and the patient was resting quietly and showed 
no signs of shock. The long incision in the 
abdomen was next taken in band and four 
strong stitobes put first in the centre, the rest 
being sewed up with inesilk. The patient will 


probabiy recover.

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THAT POLICE SCANDAL. 


NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN WASHING. 
TON’S LATEST SENSATION, 


the Army—Our Relations with Austria— 
Cleveland’s Missouri Backdowna—The 
Navy Reorganization. 

WASHINGTON, D. ©, Nov. 18.—| Specia. |— 
The District police scandal grows apace. 
District Commissioners Webb and Wheatley 
today declined to bear arguments by Lieut. 
Arnoid’s counsel, claiming that when the ev 
dene was written up they could decide with- 
out hearing counsel on either side. From the 
turn affairs took at the bearing it was made 
plain that Chief of Police Walker instead of 
Lieut. Arnold was on trial. Now it begins to 
look as though the District Commissioners 
were in a measure also on trial. Doubt 
is expressed about their impartiality because 
itis said Walker owed his position as chief 
to Wheatiey’s influence, and that Walker 
was on Commissioner Webb's bond. This was 
one of the reasons which made people assert 
that if a system of spying on Congressmen had 
been outlined there were influences back of 
the police department which sanctioned it. 
Now the assertions are made still more specific. 
The District Commissioners have lately de- 
cided on extending Massachusetts avenue to- 
wards the President's country nome by some 
twists and turns which would destroy its con- 
tinuity as a street. The chief beneficiaries of 
this extension would be a syndicate of New 
York and Chicago real-estate speculators. The 
scheme has met with bitter opposition, but the 
Commissioners went ahead. In ordert o carry 
out their program fully further legislation 
would be necessary, and it is claimed that the 
leverage for this legisiation would be round 
in a knowledge of the habits of Congressmen. 
The President had good reason for bis sensi- 
tiveness when he peremptorily gave the Dis 
trict Commissioners to understand that the vo- 
lice scandal must be sifted. It would not be 
surprising if one of the ultimate results should 


be the revocation by Mr. Cieveland of one or 
two of his District appointments. For 


the present the iden is that the 
trouble might be bridged over 
by the resignation of Chief Walker. Moat of 


the local papers are calling on him to step 
Gown. This would bea confession that there 
bad been something in the tak of Congression- 
ai espionage, but it is claimed would relieve 
everybody else from responsibility. Walker, 
however, says he will resign and the Oongress- 
men who are bere say it woulda’t belp matters 
if be did. They are waiting the verdict of the 
District Commissioners in the Arnold case be- 
fore saying positively whether a Congressiona! 
investigation will be ordered. 


Cleveland’s Backdown. 

The reinstatement of District-Attorney 
Benton of Missouri bas been much commented 
on today. Friend and foe of the President 
alike view it as a complete backdowa. The 
Missourians are the loudest in weir talk. 
and are boastful of the way they brought 
“the old wan to time. They gleefully tell 
their Democratic brethren from other States 
that the State delegation in 1888 was the most 
powerful argument in settling the case. The 
Presidents friends will not admit that 
hie motives are a proper subject of 
criticism, but they too diseuss the act as 
a surrender, and apologwze for it as 
one of the necessities of politics. There 
is a tacit admission that political history bas 
repeated itself, since the result of the July 
order bas been precisely what it was when 
Hayes put forth his civil-service prooclama uon, 
except that in the present instance the back- 
down is more direct. The anti-Cleveland 
Democrats who are iooking to Hill as their 
canaida'e see in Beuton’s reinstatement only 
another example of the harm which the Presi: 
dent's policy works to the Democratic party. 
They sneer at the politics which caused the 
removal to be made on. the eve of election, 
ebillumg the ardor of the party at a critical 
time, and then when the damage bad been done 
admitting that there was a mistake somewhere. 
The superabundauce of reonal pronouns in 
the President's letter to nton also calls out 
harsh comment. 

Making It Up with Austria, 

A semi-official explanauon of the appoint- 
ment of Charies Jonas of Wisconsin as Consu! 
to Prague is given today. It seems that over- 
turer were first made by the Austrian Chargé 
a’ Affaires at Washington, who caused it to be 
known to the State Department that bis Gov- 
ernment nad decided to withdraw its objections 
to Jonas, and if be were reappointed would no 
longer witnhold bis exequatur. The next step 
will probably be the return to Washington of 
Baron Scbaeffer, the Austrian Minister, or tue 
sending of some one in his piace. The 


latter is not uolikely, since Count 
Kalnoky, the Austrian Prime Minister, 
was said to have beén intensely 


dispieased with Baron Schaeffer's course in 
the Keiley episode. The chances that the 
Austrian Mission will soon be filled are sure to 
bring a host of candidates to the front. Pierce 
B. M. Young of Georgia, the present Consul- 
Genera! to St. Petersburg, will be one of these. 
Young is now home on a vacation and does 
not want to go back to Russia. He has been 
a candidate for Sunset Cox's place at Constan- 
tidopie, but his friends say Vienna would suit 
him better. With both the Turkish and the 
Austrian Missions to fill, ic is ex that 
the Administranon will be able to hea: some 
of the sores caused by the late elections. 

A dispatch from Pesth says: Count Kal- 
noky informed the Budget Committee of the 
Austrian delegation today that a Minister to 
the United States would soon be appointed." 


Secretary Manning a Sick Man. 

A dispateh sent from here to Cincinnati 
says: Mr. Manning atill continues the pre- 
tense of managing the ury Depariment 
as Secretary, and there ace the usual official’’ 
stories circulated of his work in connection 
with big anneal report and other matters of 
importance. The truth of the matter is that 
Assistant Secretary Fairobiid is the Secretary 
of tu Treasury in everytum but name, and 
it is Mr. Fairchild who is actively at work on 
the annual report, and is in almost daily con- 
sultation with the President. Mr. Manning's 
physical condition has not improved from ail 
outward appearance since bis return, and it is 
perhaps as well for him that he does 
not try to do more than his strength 
will permit, but it is remarked as strange 
that every one about the Secretary is so 
very anxious to have the public believe he is 
in good health, and that his strength is little 
less than that of a trained athlete. §

The City Clerk was sought at 
once and asked to examine the accounts, and 
reported that Duesterberg was $10,781 bort; 

In one 
bank the Treasurer had a baiance of $5 and in 
the other about $125. The members of the 
City Council were interviewed, end they 
stared in blank amazement when brought 
face to face with the shortage. There are no 
developments as to what became of the money. 
Duesterburg was elected four years ago by 
a majority of jess than 75. He is a Democrat, 
and was serving out bis second m. He was 
considerably dissipated in bis badbits, but not 
extravagant. Thisis the second defaication 
in 1886. The first was by County Treasurer 
Holiimgsworth, who embezzied $77,000.

A DUEL BETWEEN COREANS, 


A Two-Edged Sword and a Gun Used in the 
Combat. 

Wasnainoton, D. C., Nov. 17.—Speaking of 
tbe improvements made in gunnery during the 
last few years, Lieut. W. H. Beenler of the 
Naval Intelligence Office recalled a very pe- 
culiar duel which be saw fought between two 
Coreans on his last cruise: One of the belliger- 
ents had a big double-edged sword and the 
other bad a gun, a muzzie-loader. The gun 
had about an inch bore, while the ball was not 
larger than a pea. It was necessary to keep 
the muzzie of the gun elevated, for if it ever 
had been turned downward the bail would 
have rolled out without any firing. The duel 
took place on the brow of a hill, the two adver- 
sar ies starting on a level. Usualiy, in such a 
case, tne struggle would be for the high 
ground, but in that case it was for the low 
ground. If the gunner bad to lower the mus 
zie of bis gun to fire at his adversary the littie 
ball would de out before hecould fire, and 
then be would be at the merey of the swords 
man. The struggle was very exciting and con- 
tinued long. But a time came when the gun- 
ner thought be had the advantage he needed, 
but before be could fix and fire his antagonist 
managed to pull down the muszle and empty 
out the pea. Then the gunner blazed away, 
but it was no use. It was only fireworks be- 
fore death, for, according to the Corean code 
of honor, what bad occurred made it necessary 
for bim to bow bis bead and have it cut off 
with atwo-edged sword, a beautiful Oriental 
rite which was promptiy performed.“ 


Measures Adopted by the Humane Society.

the systematic policing of stock-yards; to se- 
cure uniform legisiation for the protection of 
children; to secure codperation in the protec- 
tion of children exbibited on the stage; and to 
employ financial agents.

of cutting off drains and ventilation. 
Out of a total of 750,000 deaths reported 
200,000 were from diphtheria, scariet fever, 
ete., and 150,000 from consumption. These 
diseases were caused by bad drainage and 
ventilation. This class of diseases was rapidly 
lessening, and now furnished less than 10 per 
cent of all the deaths. The doctor gave 
statistics of mortality among the British 
soldiers in barracks, showing that under bad 
Sanitary conditions 58 to 67 per cent of the 
soldiers who were supposed to be well housed 
and cared for died of lung diseases. A new 
system of ventilation and drainage resulted 
from these discoveries, and now the mortality 
among the soldiers had very materially de- 
creased. The same could be said of the jails, 
which, because of foul air, engendered 
fevers. Proper drainage and ventilation 
had prevented much of this sort of disease. 
In Chicago, where the death-rate in 1878 was 
twenty-six per 1,000, it was in 1885 but eight- 
een per 1,000. This, the doctor thought, was 
owing to tenement-house inspection and the 
securing of the observance of State | by 
architects. In order to secure the best bénith 
to the individual a house should have no place 
for boiding dust or the poisonous particles of 
disease; every facility should be provided for 
the removal of au impurities as fast as accu- 
mulated; it should be free from damp, have 
plenty of light, pure air in ever-cha 
currents, even temperature, and pure Water. 
The doctor alluded to the results which com- 
pliance with these requisitions had produced 
in Pullman, where the death-rate was 6.9, 
while in Hyde Park the deatb-rate was 15 per 
1,000. The doctor urged bis hearers to do all 
they could to secure to individuals a healthy 
lite. 

Mr. W. W. Boymgton of Chicago spoke of the 
importance of foundations, and said no man 
could be a good architect who did not under- 
stand that subject thoroughly. After dweiling 
at some length upon concrete, piling, and we 
like, be said the results of experiments with 
steel rails in cement were not satisfactory, and 
iron rails were to be preferred. He gave illus- 
trations of his work in the construction of the 
Chicago Water Works tower and the tower and 
astronomical observatory at the Chicago Uai- 
versity. 

Ou the report of the committee to change 
the divisions of the foot from twelve to ten 
inebes, recommending that a movement be 
made in that direction, a debate was brought 


out on the adoption of the metrical 
system. N. 8. Patton objected to the 
recommendation on the ground that 


the present system was followed in 
all furnishings of building materials, and that 
it would result in inextricable confusion. 
Frederick Baumann wanted the whole metrical 
system. W. L. B. Jenney said if there was a 
change at all the architects should take up the 
metrical system, and not attempta change 
which would account to little when made, 
President Adler took the same position. Other 
members spoke of the immense sav in time 
and the lessening of the liabilities of errors 
the change to the decimal system would resuit 
in. The report finally went over for future 
action. 

At2 o'clock the Illinois association gave a 
lunch at Kinsley’s, which continued until 4 
o'clock, at which bour the association again 
met. Prof. N. Clifford Ricker of the Illinois 
State University at Champaign read a paper 
on “ Architectural Grammar.“ Mr. Isaac 
Hodgson of Minneapolis followed with one on 
Hints on a National Style in Architecture.“ 
This age called for the establishment of an 
Amerioan school of architecture. Arcbitects 
should pledge themselves to faithfully and 
bonestly endeavor to improve te civic archi- 
tecture. and render all the aid in their power 
in the construction, development, and perfec- 
tion of the National style of arent 
tecture known as American; confine 
themselves, as far as practicable, to 
such simplicity and breadth of design as Will 
produce the longest perspective lines and 
greatest revose and dignity to alli their works; 
carefully study and practice economy, usmg 
only sued quantity and strength of materials 
of whatever kind as shail be warranted by the 
accepted authorities on the subject; strictly 
observe the law of practical fitness, excluding 
all barbaric crudeness, massiveness, and se- 
verity, and give a truthful and spirited expres- 
sion of purpose to all their works; boldiy and 
gracefully mold their bases and capitais, en- 
riching the latter with spirited carvings: in 
the roof and chimuey-shatts, parapets, ete., 
endeavor to produce the beat picturesque ef- 
fects, avoiding unnecessary dre and as far 
as practicable unusual anwles ! roof-con- 
tours, and in all Interior decoration and finish 
endeavor to produce harmony with the ex- 
terior. ; 

Mr. R. H. Ketcham of Indianapolis read a 
paper on the arobitecture of the Indiana in- 
sane asyluma, which closed the session. 


CHAUNGEY M. DEPEW. 


A View of New York Politics—The Presi- 
dential Outlook, 

Chauncey M. Depew of New York, the well 
known lawyer and orator, celebrated for his 
wit and eloquence in after-dinner speeches, is 
at the Grand Pacific, being one of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt's party that bas been making a 
tour over the roads in the Vanderbilt system. 


Mr. Depew cheerfully granted a TRIBUNE re- 
porter an interview last evening on a variety 
ot public topics. He was asked if the business 
meno of New York were not alarmed over the 
George movement and replied: ‘*‘lam asort of 
socio-logic philosopher upon the subject, not 
a Socialist one. If George bad been elected 
it would have ended his movement in New 
York City, and nothing more would have been 
seen of it. The reforms talked about were all 
moonshine when so many thousand of mill- 
jons of acres are bowling for somebody to live 
upon them. The George movement was a re- 
volt more against the Democratic party. Of 
the George vote—68,000—it 18 safe to say only 
one-sixth was Republican, and the rest Dem- 
ocratic. I don’t think there were over 10,000 
Socialistic or Anarcbistic. Nor dojl think wat 
in ageneral election where party lines gre 
steadily drawn, one-quarter of it could 
be held. The labor vote is an  in- 
telligent one, and when it choores can 
control both parties, and i kuows its power 
perfectiy well. The labor sentimentof the 
country when deciared for any measure or 
formulated for a principle is powerful de- 
canse of its unanimity. Their measures must 
pe adopted and their principles incorporated 
in the platforms of both parties. There were 
from 12.000 to 15,000 Republican votes cast for 
Hewitt by business-men who believed the 
election of George would be fraught with 
great danger.

A COUNTERFEITER’S TRUNK SEIZED. 


Strong Evidence Adduced Against Sam 
Thomas, The Greek,“ Now in Jail. 

The United States secret-service officers re- 
cvived information two weeks ago that there 
was a counterfeiters’ rendezvous at the corner 
of Jackson and Jefferson streets. The sus 
pected house, No. 175 Jefferson street, turned 
out to be a boarding-bouse kept by Mrs. 
O'Toole. Mary Henderson, a domestic, told 
them that some men had left atrunk and valise 
at the house several weeks ago and their re- 
turn was momentarily expected. Finally the 
trunk waé seized. It contained the outfit of 
Sam Thomas, “The Greek,” arrested 
the latter part of September and jailed. 
In the trunk and valise were found a complete 
outfit of metal, molds, ladles, etc. The moids 
were for $1 coins. There were twelve pounds 
of antimony and nearly as much copper, type 
metal, and block tin. Along with the stock 
was the book by Overman entitled The Moid- 
er and Founder.“ The most important thing 
connecting Thomas with it was his naturaliza- 
tion papers in which his real name, Simon Ko- 
finas, was revealed. Thomas was visited in 
the jail and asked about it, but stili maintained 
that his trunk had gone to New Orleans. When 
confronted with bis naturalizamon papers he 
weakened and confessed that the outfit de- 
longed to him and his partner. 

There was several hundred dollars of spu- 
rious coin in the trunk when it was ieft, but 
some one made way with it. 


VALUES OF SILVER AND WHEAT. 


Why the Fall in One Causes a Correspond- 
ing Fall in the Other. 

Mr. Moreton Frewen of England, a writer on 
economic questions, is at tne Leland and was 
asked by a TRIBUNE representative his opin- 
ion whether the fali in the price of silver was 
connected with the fall in the price of wheat. 

“The fail in the price of silver’ bas un- 
doubtediy occasioned a fall in the price of 
wheat. If Congress bad acted upon the ad- 
vice of the President anc stopped all further 
coinage of silver last winter no doubt the de- 
mand for silver being less its price would bave 
fallen and the price of wheat today would have 
been some six cents lower. 

„By what means does a lower price of silver 
force down the price of Wheat? 

* By stimulating the growth of wheat and its 
export from India. The money of the Indian 
is the silver rupee. All the silver the Indjan 
can procure be can take at once to the British 
mints in [India for free coinage into rupees. 
Of course while the London price of silver 
continues to fall the greater is the amount of 
silver; that is, the greater the number of ru- 
pees which can be bought with the gola gover- 
eign. Formerly, when silver was at 60 pence 
per ounce and wheat was fetching two sover- 
eigns per quarter, the Indian exporter received 
in London only twenty-three rupees—that is, 
the equivaient of this sum in silver bullion. 
Now, while wheat bas fallen tv a sovereign 
and a half per quarter, the price ef silyer bas 
fallen to 44 pence per ounce, and therefore 
the Indian exporter gets twenty-five rupees. 
That is to say, while your farmers get 30 per 
cent less the farmers of Oude and the Punjaub, 
selling in the same market, get more than be- 
fore, and therefore your exports of wheat to 
Europe are falling off enormously and the 
Indian exports are increasing annually by the 
whole amount of your shortage. It is only 
recently that this curious condition of things 
has become apparent. People who were watcb- 
ing the fall in silver used to say, O, well, it 
won't affect trade, because, although the 

lan gets more rupees for a gold sovereign, 

t those rupees must be falling in value in 
India; that isto say, they will buy less of 
wheat, or cotton, or labor; but now the en- 
tire evidence goes to shew that this is not the 
case. On the contrary, the rupee is more vai- 
unable to buy commodities in India than it was 
when the price. of silver was 30 per cent

STATE NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 


Its Fourth Annual Session—Matters of * 
5 eral Interest to Come Up. 4 


The fourth annual convention of the Nation- 


al Guard Association of lilinois was called to 
order at 11 o’clock yesterday morning by Brig. 
Gen. k. R. Hamilton of Quincy at Battery D. 
Owing to the fact that the Second Regiment 
is still at the Stock-Yards and the First Regi- 
ment bad just returned the officers of these 
two regiments were unable to be present. 
Accordingly, after an interchange of greetings, 
the convention adjourned to 2 o'clock. 

At the afternoon session the Treasurer pre- 
sented his report, which was referred to the 
Executive Committee without reading. 

A legislative committee was appointed con- 
sisting of Col. Fred Bennett, Joliet; Col. W. L. 
Diston, Quinoy; Lieut.-Col. Farlm Q. Ball. 
Chicago: Capt. C. V. Jaquith, Paris; Capt. 
Taylor E. Brown, Chicago. Several matters 
of great interest to the National Guard are ex- 
pected to be brought before the next session 
of the Legisiature and this committee is ex- 
pected to look after them. 

The death since the last conveation of Col. 
C. M. Brazee of Reckford, Colonel of the Third 
Infaptry, was announced and a committe ap- 
pointed to prepare a suitable memorial, to be 
published in the official proceedings of the 
convention. The committee consists of Col. 
Fred Bennett of the Fourth Infantry, Col. 
William Clendenen of the Sixth, and Lieut. F.

Col. Bennett suggested as matters proper to 
claim the attention of the legislative com- 
mittee that the law should be so amended as 
to provide for a commissary as well as a 
quartermaster in twelve company regiments 
and some provision for compelling attendance 
at drilis.

Of course, the Scandinavian must visit his 
native land now and then—as long as patriot- 
ism is the fashion—and when one thinks of it 
it would be cruei to ask him to go at any other 
time. The advantages that Chicago bas as a 
summer resort are such that no Scandinavian 
would for a moment think of losing wem. He 
would rather face an over-sea winter than lose 
one of Chicago's lovely summer days, spicea 
with mint-julep and made golden by sherry- 
flips. This is all very proper and as it should de. 


ADVICE TO WOMEN. 


Dr. Lorimer Lectures to the Young Women 
at the W. C. A. Rooms. 

Forty young women of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Association listened interestedly at their 
home, No. 288 Michigan avenue, last evening 
to a lecture by tue Rev. Dr. Lorimer on Un- 
crowned Womanhood.” The lecture contained 
an eloquent exposition of what woman had 
accomplished in the past, a clear statement of 
her position in the present; and with this there 
was ajudivious admixture of good advice to 
young women in general and to the members 
of the association’s household, whom the 
doctor was addressing, in particular. After 
reviewing the conditions under Wich women 
struggied in other eges, Dr. Lorimer said be 
could see no excuse for young women who to- 
day told their hands helplesly, and frivolousiy 
waste their time when they saw what 
tremendous odds the women of the 
past had to contend against. Later he 
said if he were asked what woman's kingdom 
was he would answer that it extended to the 
limite of man’s kingdom. Their throne was 
one, although weir duties and share might be 
different. Woman's kingdom first of all in- 
cluded the home, although it did not end 
there. He was pained to state that in many 
homes woman did not understand the dignity 
and responsibility of ber position. The worid 
needed housekeepers, and the home sbould not 
be so conducted that the children would grow 
up thinxing that confusion and discord were 
the eternal law of the universe. 

Woman's kingdom also extended to society, 
and de thought that it was only by her infiu- 
ence that the dry-goods affair now taking 
its place couid be elevated and the lost art 
of conversation *’ be recovered. 


TERENCE BEGLEY’S UNTIMELY DEATH. 


The Grand Jury Finds No Bill Against the 
Pinkerton Men. 

The grand jury finished its investigation of 
the Begley case at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, A determined effort was made by sey- 
eral of the jurymen to have a true bill found 
against Frank Jay and tne others accused for 
the killing of Terence Begley, which took 
place the mornmg of Oct. 19, just aiter the 
settlement of the first Stock-Yards strike. A 
Lake Shore passenger train, loaded with Pink- 
erton policemen and imported workmen for 
the packing-bouses, had left Packmgtown, 
and as it was passing the intersection 
of Halsted and Fortieth streets a mob of 
several hundred men and boys assaulted it, it 
ig Claimed, with stones and other missiles. The 
Pinkerton men on the train fired into the 
crowd, and, as is always the case, an innocent 
bystander lost his life. At the Coroner’s in- 
quest, held shortly after, four of the Piakerton 
men were bound over for the action of the 
grand jury. A week later Frank Joy, the 
Pinkerton police Captain in charge of the 
train, wasarrested and held for the action of 
the grand jury. 

The case was invested with considerable in- 
terest because of its supposed political signifi- 
cance, and for that reason has been closely 
watched from the beginning. The attempt 
yesterday to bring in a bill for murder 
wes «a failure, as was aleo the attempt 
— yy hola Joy and the other Pinkerton 
men for mausiaughter. Up to the present 
this has been the most Important case the 
grand jury nas bad brought to its attention. 
and some of its members were so impressed 
with the idea that something snould be done

NOT WORK FOR ALL THE MEN YET. 


An Uneasy Feeling at the Stock- Yards— 
Stirring Up Strife—The Present Situation. 
The cold weatner of yesterday kept most of 

the Stock-Yards strikers from congregating at 
tne places designated by the packers where 
the old bands needed are picked out. Very 
few were taken back, on account of the scarci- 
ty of hogs. It was expected that 40,000 hogs 
would be received, but owing to the cold 
weather but 32,000 head came. Armour & Co. 
intended opening a new bench yesterday, but 
the light receipts spoiled their plans, and 
instead of taking 2,000 men as they bad 
expected they took none out of the 
4,000 who assembled on bis viaduct in the 
morning. Mr. Cudahy promised to open the 
bench today or tomorrow, and they went away 
satisfied. A number of the wives of strikers 
have for the last few days been calling on the 
packers and asking that their busbands be re- 
inatated. The appeals of the women have 
been favorably heeded. The agreements are 
being signed by every one who applies for 
work, even by members of the Cattie-Butchers’ 
Assembly, which voted not to sign. A number 
of the members have been induced by mis- 
representations to rebel against the agreement, 
but they are fast overcoming obstructions and 
are expected to apply for work at 
any moment. Everything Js assuming norma! 
shape in the yards, and another strike is not 
expected before next spring. It is generaliy 
thought that at that time the men will go out 
again. The leaders of the strike have about 
given up all hope of stirring up another one, 
but it is understood that a boycott on one of 
the packers 1s being carried on. Very few of 
the new men left yesterday, but about seventy- 
five non-union men arrived and were put to 
work. They had evidently been on the road 
tor along time and just got in. From the 
preparations going on in all the houses one 
would be led to suppose that another strike 
is expected, but if this is so the packers will 
not admit it.

After a little guard duty early in 
the morning they were called in and remained 
indoors the rest of the day. Col. Wheeler was 
momentarily expecting an orderto bring his 
regiment in, but none was received last night. 
Something eise, however, arrived and made 
the military stomachs giad. It was a cargo of 
mince pies, sent by H. H. Kohisaat, the Dake 
baker. The Pinkerton men have done their 
work so far excelientiy well, and aethink they 
can take care of Packingtown now. 

It is said many of the etrikers’ families are 
actually destitute and will soon bave to apply 
to the authorities for aid. Master-Workman 
Butler is Chet of the Health Department at a 
salary of $100 a month, and will soon have an- 
other opportunity of aidmg some of the men.

A Number of Interviews of an Interesting 
Character. 

Congressman J. H. Murphy of Iowa is at the 
Tremont. ‘The Democrats in our State lost 
one Congressman in the last election, said he 
to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday, but the 
question of prohibition did not enter into the 
contest. That subject Can only come to the 
front when local candi@ates are before the 
people. The Probibitionists will discover that 
in the matter of stamping out the breweries in 
Iowa the temperance laws will not be allowed 
to work so as to confiscate a man’s property. 
Commissions had been sent to Europe in the 


past poiating out lowa as an available spot for 
brewery interests, and now that they were 
erected it was hardly the thing to pass laws 
which amounted to practical confiscation of 
property. A brewery that cost $25,000 to put 
up would hardly bring $5,000 when legislation 
was put forward similar to that in Iowa.” 
These breweries could not be confiscated by 
the State, he believed, ana $1,000,000 would 
not buy them. Laws and court decisions that 
would drive them out were clearly unconsti- 
tutional. 

Gen. Henderson and the Seventh District. 

Gen. Henderson ot the Seventh Illinois Dis- 
trict, who bas just been elected to Congress as 
a Republican for the seventh time, is at che 
Grand Pacific.

That Duluth Wheat. 

Ex-Gov. Stanard of St. Louis, who is at the 
Pacific, said toa TRIBUNE reporter yesterday 
that be had heard of the movement to store 
the wheat in Chicago this winter that was now 
coming into Duluth from the Northwest. The 
objection had been raised, he said, that the 
Duluth wheat was not clean enough to be 
graded, but he would venture the assertion 
that it was a good deal cleaner than that al- 
ready bere. He thought the plan feasible, 
provided the wheat-owners could get a railroad 
rate moderate enough. Duluth couid only ao- 
commodate 10,000,000 bushels of wheat, and 
there were 9,000,000 already stored there. Ohr 
cago and Duiuth wheat interests were iden- 
tical, he believed, because Chicago men were 
the most prominent factors in Duluth. Gov. 
Stanard said that he was out of politics and 
had been for ten years and would be for years 
to come. His friends wanted him to run for 
Congress again at the last election, but he 
would not consent. 


THE PRE-MILLENNIALIST CONFERENCE. 


Papers Read Yesterday and Other Busi- 
ness of the Three Sessions. 

At the morning session of the International 
Bible and Prophetic Conference the Rev. Dr. 
J. S. Kennedy of Abingdon, Va., read a paper 
on ** The Practical Influence and Power of 
Christ's Second Comm.“ He said the litera) 
and personal coming of the Lord was accepted 
by all evangelica! Christians as an indisputable 
doctrine of the Scriptures. It was not a mere 
dogma. There would be no miliennial without 
the Jew nor without a resurrection. The paper 
concluded in expressing belief in Christ's sec- 
ond coming, and in briefly describing the power 
for good which would inevitably result. 

The Rev. Herry M. Parsons of Toronto, 
Ont., read a paper on “Judgments and Re- 
wards." Whether judgment would come at 
the opening or the closing of the next dispen- 
sation was a matter about which nd one could 
speak with certainty. The reward promised 
was the deliverance of the earth from its 
bondage of sin and its complete purification. 

At the afternoon session the Rev. D. C. 
Marquis of Chicago read a paper on 
“Eschatology ef Our Lord.“ The ad- 
dress was an attempt to reconcile the 
differing accounts given in St. Matthew 
and St. Luke of the words of prophecy regara- 
ing the end of the world. The speaker was 
excessively technical, and quoted largely the 
original Greek of the Testament to sustain and 
illustrate bis points. His conclusion wus that 
no man could know when the end would come. 
The angels did not know the time. It was a 
secret locked in the bosom of the Divine Om- 
niscience. It would be unexpected and would 
come like the flood. It was, therefore, the 
duty of the faithful to watch and be ready. 

The Rev. Albert Erdman, D. D., Morristown, 
N. J., speaking on Contendtug Earnestiy for 
the Faith.“ drew a graphic pictare of the 
Apostolic faith and the Apostolic Christian. 
pointing the mora] that that type of Christian 
was the true one and sbould not be changed by 
the influence of time or cirvumstances.
